of the Foundation for Social Resources, Inc., a 501 (¢) Texas non-profit corporation, to [inance the
acquisition and rchabilitation of the Woodland Heights Apartments located at 8312 North IH-35.
(All fees are to be paid by requester or out of bond proceeds. Austin Housing Finance Corporation
{AHFC)Y will receive a financing fee of .5% of the amount of the bonds from bond proceeds at
closing. This financing tee of .5% of the amount of the bonds from 1996-97 sources of funds for
the AHFC).
